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At the sessions of La Yociedad Interamericana de Prensa (Inter~American Society 
of the Press) Conference in Montevideo during the period 812 October 1951, a 
eonsiderable amount of anti-U.S, influence was demonstrated by a faction. which 
was led and undoubtedly financed by the Argentine Government. The known 
Communist delegates presented little opposition to the U.d. delegation, and the 
privdcipal Communist effort was conducted by Genaro Carnero Checa, a Peruvian 
Commmni.st, who was not a delegate to the conference, but who was in constant 
contact with the Argentine. group, which walked out of the session on 10 October. 


Substantiating information that the Argentine Government had made previous 
plans to disrupt the conference is the report from a well-informed source 
stating that the four Cubans and one Kevacorian who joined the Argentine 
group received all their expenses to the conference paid by the Argentine 
Government, ‘The same source said that the only delegates to forward their 
entry fees to New York by cable were the Cuban and Reuadarian delegates. 
All the Cuban delegates flew from Habana to New York City, then via FAMA, the 
Argentine Government airline, to Buenos Aires. Source claimed as a further 
incication that the delegates were financed by Peron is the fact that, 
during a visit in Cuba before the conference, he had a long conwersadion 
with Raul, Alfoneo Gonse, Director of EL Mandy of Habana, Gonse had just 
returned from Buenos Aires, where he had been the guest of the Argentine 
Government, with all expenses yaid, Gonse stated that Argentine ,ress 
officials pleaded with him to return’ to the press conference in Montevides 
with the Argentine Yovernment again paying all expenses ~ So that they could 
put an end to the. domination of the Yankee journalists in Latin American 
preas meetings.

Mizue), Otero Silva, the Venezuelan Communist, attended 211 the sessions of the 
ceoiference and did not follow the example of the Argentine delegates, Otero 
Silva conducted himself with great reserve at all official and unofficial 
mestings and is not known to have made any anti=-U.S. statements while the 
corference was in session. A surveillance of his activities has shown that 
he was not contacted by any Commnist Leaders in Montevideo and that all of 
his efforts were of a purely journalistic nature. A record of his telephona 
conversations from his hotel has failed to establish any connections with 
Lesders of the Communist :arty of Vruguay. Ubero Silwa has stated that he 
intends to remain in Uruguay for a short period of time, ostensibly to gather 
material for his newspaper in Caracas, , 
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
